Oakwood Knolls Residents^ 
Protest 2-Family Zoning 
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The hearing on Anlioch's 
new Zoning Ordinance last 
Wednesday night was a rela- 
tively quiet, one . 

Although there were about 
60 pconlc at the .hearing, and 
many" 'had objections to the 
zoning classification' which 
_was-proposed for their own 
properly, there were no ob- 
jections to zoning itself, nor 
to the provisions of the 
ordinance. 

. The greatest mass*. of ob- 
jections came from residents 
of Oakwood Knolls, who pro- 
tested the zoning of several 
lots along the north side of 
North Ave. 'The' proposed 
zoning was R-4. or two-family 
dwellings. The protestors de- 
clared the two-family dwell- 
ings would down-grade .the 
subdivision. 

Former mayor Murrill Cun- 
ningham protested the H-4 
'zoning of his place of busi- 
ness, Tiie zoning committee, 
he said is "going to rain this 
down the peopled Throat." 
lie requested hiisiucss'br In- 
dustrial zoning. . Property 
near him, he said, is zoned 
business and industrial. 

After hearing the protests 
from Oakwood Knolls resi- 
dents, Cunningham declared 
that "these people's wishes 
should, he taken into consid- 
eration." 

Only three members of-thc 
seven-man zoning commit- 
tee were present Wednesday 
night— Chairman Robert Wil- 
ton. Arthur Laurscn and Rob- 

- ert Boll on. \ 

Before starting a roll call 
of objectors, Wilton -explain- 
ed tlie reason zoning was 
necessary, ami the procedure 
^♦frflt woul d he necessary for 
a change of zoning once an 
ordinance is passed. 
Wilton said that a petition 
_for_ * re-zoning in Antioch 
. would cost. $25. The county 
charge is $100.

Warns Tha, Public 
Apathy Gould Lead 
To Epidemics 

Major epidemics or increas- 
es of preventable diseases- 
polio, measles, whooping 
cough, diphtheria, smallpox 
and tetanus — could recur ■- if 
the public "continues its ap- 
parent complacent attitude," 
the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety warned today. 

"There is just no excuse 
for not being -immunized," 
Dr. "Ralph H. Kunstadter, 
chairman of the ISMS com- 
mittee on child health, said, 
"Vaccine is readily available 
to everyone from his family 
doctor or the health depart- 
ment." 

If the public thinks these 
diseases are licked. Dr.- Kun- 
stadter admonished, it should 
consider: 

In 1064, there were 458.- 
083. eases of measles in the 
U. S., 300 of. measles enceph- 
alitis, 304 deaths caused by 
measles. On In each 1,000 
Americans Itad measles. 

Michigan City, Indiana,, in 
recent years, had a serious 
outbreak— of -diphtheria. --^, 
which had not caused con- 
cern since the oarly "30's. 
. "We're primarily worried 
about the preschool children, 
since they're most often ex- 
posedand Immunity records 
are often not available," Dr.

Retail Installment 
Sales Act 

In Illinois the Retail Install- 
ment Sales Act,: enacted in 
1957,- creates some exceptions 
in linvV sales agreements 
from the .ordinary contract, 
lly . imposing certain restric- 
tions ori tltc holder of the 
agreement, who may -be the 
seller or a financial institu- 
tion, the Act attempts to pro- 
tect the buying public. 

This Act Covers any agree- 
ment made in Illinois for. 
the purchase of goods, other 
.than _ for. a commercial or 
,business._usc_or for resale. 




where payment is to be made 
in two or more installments 
and title to the goods, or a 
lien on them, is retained by 
the seller. This would include 
the ordinary purchase of 
goods on time such as auto- 
mobiles, homo appliances, 
furniture and other consum- 
er items 

Among other matters cov- 
eied under (he Act are: (1) 
I he size of type in which the 
contrast must be printed; (2) 
a requirement that the con- 
tract must ..contain certain 
language cautioning the. pur- 
chaser to not sign without 
reading-it-or-if-there-aro-ahy. 
blank spaces, the right to 
pay in advance the full pur- 
chase price and obtain a par- 
tial refund of the finance 
charge and under certain con- 
ditions to redeem the prop- 
erty if repossessed for a de- 
fault: .and (3) a provision 
thai the contract must con- 
lain the cost sale price of 
the goods, amount of down 
payment, and other specific 
amounts to^be included in 
the contract^ 

A buy«r may request a 
written statement of the 
dales— and-amounts of pay- 
ments and the total amount 
unpaid under such contract, 
and the holder of the con- 
tract must provide this in- 
formation. When payment 
is made in cash he must give 
tlie buyer a written, receipt 
for payment. II also sets up, 
certain requirements regard- 
ing repossession of goods and 
the rights and obligations of 
b'jth parties. 

It should be remembered, 
however, tlie provisions of 
this Act arc intended to pro- 
tect buyers from the rela- 
tively lew merchants who re- 
sort to sharp practices. When 
a buyer has failed to keep 
up the payments be must ex- 
pect the consequences of los- 
ing the items through repos- 
session, a judgment for the 
amount plus court costs or 
perhaps loss of the goods 
plus a "deficiency" resulting 
from a re-sale of the goods 
for les'j than the amount due. 

The best protection against 
being placed in this position 
is knowledgeable buying 
practices. Where .an eco- 
nomic change in Die family 
indicates problems of this 
type are approaching it is 
good preventive law to con- 
sult with the merchant, a 
financial counselor or > your 

lawyer.
